The Arab delegations said 
they considered the incident cl- 
osed after Mr. Young’s apo- 
logy to Mr. Humaidan and 
they wanted to establish "a 
fruitful dialogue and the best 
co-operation in the future” 
with the US. delegate. 


MADRID, April 16 (R). —Six 
Spanish newspapers, in a joint 
editorial, called on the armed 
forces today not to interfere 
in politics. 

The editorial was published 
after hostile military reaction 
to the lifting of a ban on the 
Communist Party provoked the 
worst political crisis since Gen. 
Franco died in 1975. 

It criticised the army sup- 
reme council’s public express- 
ion of disgust at the legal sta- 
tus given to the Co mmunis ts 

The Spanish army was meant 
to serve the government and 
had specific tasks laid down 
by law, the editorial said. 

"These do not include the 
expression of conditional opin- 
— ions on -th e . political decisions 
of the governments of the na- 
tion." 

It accused certain anti dem- 
ocratic groups of attacking the 
gover nment, provoking the ar- 
my and creating a dangerous 
climate. 

The editorial was apparently 
referring to allegations by ri- 
ghtwing groups that the Com- 
munists’ legalisation was an 
anti constitutional coup by Pr- 
ime Minister Adolfo Suarez. 

The newspaper which publi- 
. shed the editorial included the 
liberal daily El Pais, the Ro- 
man Catholic Ya and Arriba, 
a paper of the National Move- 
ment, tiie only political party 
allowed by Gen. Franco. 

The last time Spanish news- 
papers came out with a joint 
editorial was in January when 
the country was shaken by po- 
litical violence which the gove- 
rnment said was intended to 
provoke the army to seize po- 
wer. 

The government, anxious to 
keep its political reform prog- 
ramme rolling, announced last 
night that the first free gene- 
ral elections for over 40 years 
would be held on June 15. 

In the northern Basque town 
of Eibar, gunmen riddled with 
bullets a Communist flag and 
a Basque nationalist flag han- 
ging from the balcony of a left- 
wing lawyer's office early to- 
day. No one was injured. 

The army grudgingly accep- 
- ted the Communists’ legalisa- 
tion, but the navy minister, 
Adm. Gabriel Pita de Veiga, 
resigned in protest 

However, the army warned 
the government that it would 
not tolerate any attempts to 
divide Spain or endanger the 
monarchy. 


The Communist Party, tak- 
ing a moderate line, announ- 
ced its support last night for 
a democratic monarchy. 

Many leftwing parties, espe- 
cially the Communists, had 
previously questioned the right 
of King Juan Carlos to rule, 
saying he had been imposed on 
Spain by Gen. Franco. 


Political observers said that 
although Senor Suarez had su- 
rvived the crisis, he would now 
have to consult the army more 
on his future moves. 

The military reaction seem- 
ed to rule out the legalisation 
of extreme leftwing parties, ra- 
ising the possibility of violent 
protests by these groups during 
the run up to the elections. 


BEIRUT, April 16 (Agendas). 
— In what is viewed as a sign 
of xesumed progress toward 
peace in Lebanon, the four-na- 
tion committee in charge of 
putting the 1969 Cairo agree- 
ment into effect will meet in 
the middle of next week, a 
well-informed source said to- 
day. 

The rightwing Phalangist Ra- 
dio said the four-nation com- 
mittee will meet on Thursday 
to work out a timetable for 
putting the Cairo agreement 
into effect “in conformity with 
the recent interpretation of the 
agreement by competent Leba- 
nese authorities". 

That interpretation is consi- 
dered harsh by the Palestini- 
ans. 

In Kuwait, however a lead- 
ing Palestinian official said to- 
day that the Lebanes e authori- 
ties and the Palestinians were 
nearing agreement an an inter- 
pretation of the agreement ac- 
ceptable to both sides.

As front-line presidents meet 

Owen flies to Angola amidst 
favourable signs from Smith 


SALISBURY, April 16" (R). — 
British Foreign Secretary David 
Owen announced that he is to 
fly to Angola tomorrow for a 
meeting with the leader of the 
Marxist government there. Pre- 
sident Agostinho Neto. 

Dr. Owen is in Southern Af- 
rica for a fresh attempt to end 
the deadlock over Rhodesia. 

Dr. Owen will go to the An- 
golan capital of Luanda tomo- 
rrow just as the presidents of 
the five black African front- 
line states hold a one-day me- 
eting there on Rhodesia. 

Here in Salisbury tonight 
there were signs that Mr. Ian 
Smith’s white minority govern- 
ment would support latest An- 
golan- American moves for a 
Rhodesia solution. 

Dr. Owen entered crucial ta- 
lks with Mr. Smith on Anglo- 
American plans for a constitu- 
tional conference to discuss tr- 
ansferring power from 270,000 
white to six million blacks. 


black nationalist cause there, 
is likely to be crucial to the 
success of attempts to resolve 
the constitutional deadlock. 

If Rhodesia will be much on 
Dr. Owen's mind in Luanda to- 
morrow, it was however, clear 
here tonight that he had other 
topics to raise with the Mar- 
xist Popular Movement for the 
Liberation of Angola (MPLA) 
government 

Informed sources said he wo- 
uld try to see five British mer- 
cenaries jailed in Luanda -after 
fighting against the MPLA in 
the civil war, on the side of 
losing Western backed factions. 

And, in a statement to Re- 
uters, Dr. Owen also said "1 
have t h ought it important ever 
since taking over as foreign 


and Commonwealth secretary 
to establish closer relations 
with the government of Ang- 
ola." 

He went on : “They have 
a major stake in trying to find 
a satisfactory way forward in 
neighbouring Namibia : South- 
west Africa. 

“President Neto has also ta- 
ken some part in the delibera- 
tions of the other four front 
line presidents on the problem 
of Rhodesia.” 

Dr. Owen noted that altho- 
ugh Britain had recognised Pre- 
sident Neto’s government, Bri- 
tain does not have a diplomatic 
mission in Luanda. 

“We have as a result some 
communication problems,” he 
said.

and general v uncertainty in the 
air. 

Veteran political observers 
agree the opposition agitation 
is considerably worse than the 
mass movement that led to the 
downfall of Pakistan’s military 
dictator, Field Mar. Ayub Khan. 

President Ayub was forced 
to hand over to Gen. Yahya 
Khan after the army withdrew 
its support. 

Gen. Yahya in turn handed 
over to Mr. Bhutto in Decem- 
ber, 1971, after a military de- 
feat by Indian troops in East 
Pakistan split tiie country in 
half and resulted in the crea- 
tion of Bangladesh. 

Respected senior politician 
Shaukat Hayat, who left the 
splintered Pakistan Moslem le- 
ague to join Mr. Bhutto’s party 
last November, said last night 
the present strife was creating 
a situation similar to 1971, and 
could lead to further disember- 
ment of Pakistan. 


President Carter, who ad- 
dresses the nation Monday ni- 
ght on his energy policy, said 
the CIA study, which has al- 
ready come under criticism de- 
spite the feet it has not yet 
been released, was “disturb- 
ing.” 

The president, who is expec- 
ted to call for some mandatory 
controls on consumer energy 
consumption, told a press con- 
ference yesterday that the CIA 
report indicated that previous 
estimates of world oil reserves 
were “found to be quite exces- 
sive. Reserves are not as great 
as we thought they were.” 

The Post said the report pre- 
dicts that world ofl production 
will begin to turn down from 
a peak of 66 million barrels a 
day by 1985. 

The major oil companies ha- 
ve predicted consumption by 
1985 of between 65 and 67 mil- 
lion barrels daily. 

A recent CIA report which 
was made public said the U.S. 
alone consumed 17.4 million 
barrels of oO dally in 1976 and 
estimated that February figu- 
res would show that consum- 
ption was up to 20 million bar- 
rels a day. 

Based on the lost reports of 
the latest study, congressional 
sources said it was tee to co- 
me in for dose scrutiny by le- 
gislators, particularly as to its 
sources. . 

Consumer advocate Ralph Na- 
der said today that- from the 
report it would seem that the 
oil industry was understating 
reserves to keep prices up. 

Both he and congressional 
sources noted that the report 
was only as good as its sour- 
ces -- in tills case the same 
people who have been accused 
of p romo tin g higher prices.

But implementation might be 
delayed or frozen in certain re- 
gions, particularly southern Le- 
banon, where Christian right- 
ists and Palestinians have been 
fighting. 

In a report from Paris, the 
son of Mr. Pierre Gemayel said 
yesterday his faction remained 


mobilised and was ready to 
sacrifice three times the num- 
ber of people his party lost in 
the cxvti war to get “tranquil- 
lity’’ in Lebanon. 

Mr. Amin Gemayel, himself 
a prominent Phalangist leader, 
told a news conference his par- 
ty lost 3,000 men since civil 
war broke out over two years 
ago. 

Mr. Amin Gemayel said Le- 
banon needed many sociologi- 
cal, ethnic and religious chan- 
ges to solve its problems. 

Mr. Gemayel said he was lea- 
ding a Phalangist delegation in 
France, but declined to give de- 
tails of its mission. 

Meanwhile, a well informed 
source said that fighting broke 
out today between several Pa- 
lestinian guerrilla groups at 
Nabatiyeh, south Lebanon, kill- 
ing four people and injuring 
12 . 

Forces of the Syrian-backed 
Saiqa group clashed with Fa- 
teh and the anti-Syrian Popular 
Front for the Liberation of Pa- 
lestine-General Command. 


Mrs. Rabin appears in 
court over secret 
Washington bank account 


TEL AVIV, April 16 (R). — 
Leah Rabin, the wife of Israeli 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin, 
goes on trial ih the district 
court here tomorrow for illeg- 
ally holding and using a fo- 
reign bank account. 

Mr. Rabin has already been 
fined 15,000 Israeli pounds 
(about $1000) for his passive 
role in not reporting two ac- 
counts held jointly by him 
and his wife in Washington 
b anks after the couple’s depar- 
ture from the U.S. in 1973. 

He begins leave of absence 
from the active premiership on 
Friday. He will hand over the 
day-to-day naming of the cou- 
ntry to his rival, Defence Mi- 
nister Shimon Peres, after ce- 
lebrations marking Israel’s 29th 
independence day on Thursday. 
Mr. Rabin is expected to anno- 
unce his decision formally at 
tomorrow’s regular session of 
the cabinet 

Mrs. Rabin is charged with 
having left $14332 in a joint 
savings account in the National 
Bank of Washington and $3386 
in a checking account The co- 
urt will be told that interests 
on the accounts brought the to- 
tal to over $20,000. 

Court sources say Mrs. Ra- 
bin’s trial will be very abort 
Only two prosecution witnes- 
ses have been called - - a local 
bank manager who handles the 
Rabin account here, and tiie le- 
gal adviser to the Ministry of 
Finance’s Foreign Currency De- 
partment Maximum sentences 
for the offences in the charge 
sheet are three years in prison 
and a fine of up to double the 
sum in the undeclared acco- 
unts. 

But prosecution sources said 
they would not ask for a pri- 
son sentence as this is Mrs. 
Rabin’s first offence. She is ex- 
pected to plead guilty and the 
hearing may not last more than 
a few minutes. 

The bank accounts date bade 
to the time Mr. Rabin served 
as Israeli ambassador in Wa- 
shington. Mrs. Rabin recently 
told Israel Television that ab- 
out $2,000 had been returned to 
Israel and donated to a local 
charity. 

Mr. Rabin said he would li- 
ke to stand trial together with 
his wife. He later said he un- 
derstood there were constitu- 
tional problems involved, as a 
member of a. caretaker cabinet 
cannot resign, and he cannot 
waive parliamentary immunity. 

Finance Department spokes- 


men have said that investiga- 
tions showed Mr. Rabin had 
been a passive partner in the 
bask accounts. An administra- 
tive fine was levied on him, 
and the department had also 
wanted to levy a fine on Mrs. 
Rabin for her use of the ac- 
count, they said. 

The Attorney General, Pro- 
fessor Aharon Barak, however, 
insisted that cases involving 
more than $5,000 had previou- 
sly been taken to court and he 
wanted the matter to be hand- 
led impartially. 

Although unable to resign. 
Mr. Rabin availed himself erf an 
option in the attorney general’s 
ruling under which he could ta- 
ke leave of absence while 
maintaining formal responsibil- 
ity for beading the governm- 
ent. 

Although Foreign Minister 
Yigal Allon is deputy prime mi- 
nister and has up to now sub- 
stituted for Mr. Rabin during 
the premier's absences from the 
country, Mr. Rabin announ- 
ced that he would hand over 
to Mr. Peres. Mr. Peres, 54, has 
already been chosen as lead- 
er of the Labour Party itself 
to replace Mr. Rabin. 

Parliamentary observers he- 
re say that whatever the out- 
come of tomorrow’s trial of 
Mrs. Rabin, and despite the fi- 
ne already levied on her hus- 
band, the main punishment for 
what Mr. Rabin has described 
as an unfortunate mistake Is the 
eclipse of his political career. 

The future of the former 
chief of staff and ambassador 
to tbe U.S. is unclear.

This 
assures him of a firm seat In 
the 120-member Knesset 

Aides and friends say they 
cannot see him accepting a 
back seat in the house, or fil- 
ling a minor post in the cabi- 
net. He has devoted his enti- 
re life to public service --in 
the army, tbe diplomatic corps 
and latterly as p rim* minister. 

He will remain prime minis- 
ter, in name and formal respo- 
nsibility at least, for several 
weeks more. Coalition negotia- 
tions on the formation of the 
next government are nj qwtwi 
to last for possibly two mon- 
ths after the May polls. 

Until the next pripip minis- 
ter and cabinet is sworn in, 
Mr. Rabin remains prime mi- 
nister even though, he is on 
leave of absence in his Tel 
Aviv residence.

Egyptian War Minister Gen. Mohammad Abdul 
Ghani Gamassi has warned that Israel may embark 
on some military "adventure” as a way out of its do- 
mestic and international troubles. He is probably cor- 
rect, but we feel that the world has too often stressed 
the essentially meaningless difference between Israeli 
military actions and Israel's routine day-to-day acti- 
vities. Thus even if Israel does not start another war, 
j it is perpetuating both the fruits and the likelihood 
of war by its policies in the occupied Arab territories 
and its strict position against politically recognising 
the Palestinian people. The inherent dangers in this 
situation have been increased by the rise to power in 
the ruling Labour Alignment of Mr. Shimon Peres, 
who is likely to veer to the right as a means of main- 
taining his new position as Israel's top political lea- 
der. 

The special danger now is that the small Mapam 
Party within the Labour Alignment may withdraw its 
support of Mr. Peres, support he will then most like- 
ly seek to regain by wooing Israel’s hard-line "right- 
ists”, such as the National Religious Party and the 
Likud bloc of Mr. Menachem Begin. It is not out of 
the question that after the May 17 general election 
Israel will be governed by a coalition of the Labour 
Party and the Likud, where the price of Labour’s in- 
cumbency will be accommodation of Likud’s wish to 
retain the West Bank. 

This flies in the face of all that has been ham- 
mered out to date as the minimum essential require- 
ments for peace, namely the return of the occupied 
territories to Arab sovereignty. But it looms as dis- 
tinctly possible in the current circumstances of Israeli 
domestic policies, and it also fits in with the personal 
leanings of Mr. Peres. 

It is worth keeping in mind, despite Mr. Peres’ 
statements to the effect that he will push ahead for 
meaningful peace talks with the Arabs, that it was j 
very much the personal desire of Mr. Peres himself | 
that the Jewish settlers at Kafr Qaddum maintain 
their presence in the face of the Israeli government’s 
decision to move them to an "authorised” site. Mr. 
Peres was instrumental in having the settlers award- 
ed a contract to produce parts for Israeli military ma- 
chinery, and he has a soft spot in his heart for the 
likes of the Gush Emunim crowd. 

In view of all this, it becomes almost illusory to 
talk about Israeli military adventures when the thrust 
of the Israeli political mainstream is towards main- 
taining what Israel has already won by military force. 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


Three Jordanian dailies com- 
mented in their Saturday edito- 
rials on the ceasefire agreement 
in southern Lebanon which has 
been reached through the off- 
icial and unofficial dialogue go- 
ing on between Damascus and 
Beirut, while a fourth daily co- 
mmented on the Geneva Middle 
East peace conference and the 
necessity for the Arabs to res- 
olve their differences before 
the conference, to attend it with 
a united stand. 

AL RAT, said that since Is- 
rael has been occupying parts 
of south Lebanon, any cease- 
fire agreement there would not 
take place unless Israel wished 
for it. Israel has well-known 
plans which it intends to im- 
plement if circumstances are 
favourable, the paper said. By 
its interventions and constant 
provocations in south Lebanon 
it is attempting to create i su- 
itable atmosphere for new agg- 
ression, which according to Is- 
raeli evaluations, will enable 
it to achieve its objectives not 
only in Lebanon, but in other 
Arab countries as well. 

Israel aims to consolidate the 
gains it has achieved through 
the "good neighbour” policy in 
south Lebanon. It also wants 
to create Arab sectarian state- 
lets, to prove the impossibility 
of coexistence between people 
of different religions. It wants 
to keep bleeding Arab efforts 
during the “Arab peace offen- 
sive" in order to gain more 
strength. 

The Arabs, the paper conclu- 
ded, are therefore faced with 
two alternatives,' either they go 
along with the Israeli plans or 
mobilise their efforts to speed 
the peace struggle. 

AL DUSTOUR, said that if 
stability returns to south Le- 
banon at the date agreed bet- 


ween the parties, then we can 
say that the Lebanese and Ar- 
abs will have succeeded in de- 
feating the conspiracy aimed at 
dividing Lebanon. A dialogue 
should start between the two 
parties to search for a new 
form of coexistence and govern- 
ment. This should parallel the 
construction process, the paper 
said. 

Such a form of coexistence 
remains the only real guaran- 
tee for consolidating stability 
in the Lebanese arena and en- 
suring its persistence. 

AL SHA’B, said that Israel 
which was behind the explo- 
sion of the bloody fighting in 
Lebanon, has been the only 
party to profit from the per- 
sistence of "Arab bleeding" in 
Lebanon. After two years of 
fighting two facts should be 
clear, the first is that fighting 
on Lebanese soil was to the 
benefit of the Israeli enemy 
and its allies only, the second 
is that Lebanon’s territorial 
and civil unity are closely rela- 
ted to Syria’s unity and secu- 
rity on one hand and to the 
security of the Arab countries 
in the region on the other. 

AL AKHBAR, commenting on 
the Geneva Middle East peace 
conference said that the Arabs 
should not wait for the con- 
vening of the conference to st- 
art resolving their differences. 
The Geneva conference should 
be preceded by an Arab prep- 
aration which would enable 
them to present a unified front 
at the me eting . 

"To just place our hopes in 
Geneva and hope that it will 
solve all our problems is pure 
illusion, ’’ the paper said. His- 
tory has shown us that similar 
conferences have been held in 
the past some of which have 
achieved their goals while oth- 
ers were sent into oblivion. The 
paper finally wonders whether, 
for once, the world would say 
that Arabs have united and 
"agreed to agree". 





Egyptian- Libyan relations come 
closer to the breaking point 


Brazil’s church takes feid 




in fight against 


CAIRO, April 15 (AFP). — The 
latest dispute between Egypt 
and Libya has brought them 
closer to breaking off diplo- 
matic relations than ever be- 
fore, yet each is clearly re- 
luctant to take that final peri- 
lous step. 

The last straw, observers be- 
lieve, could however be 
Egypt’s decision last Monday 
to keep Libyans here from re- 
turning home. 


They said tension between 
the two countries has never 
been so great, not even last 
July when the Egyptian gov- 
ernment declared a state of 
alert along its Western border 
and were a series of at- 
tacks in Egypt allegedly fo- 
mented by Libya. 


On that occasion the tempe- 
rature dropped again, a fact 
which observers said could 
have been an indirect result 
of the riots in Egypt in January 
after which President Anwar 
Sadat spoke of a possible cons- 
piracy encourage! by Libya 
and toe Soviet Union. 


The latest increase in ten- 
sion was also related to 
Egypt’s anxiety over the inc- 
reasingly close ties between 
Libya and the Soviet Union af- 
ter the visit to Moscow by 
Libyan Leader Colonel Moamer 
Qadhafi and the lengthy visit 
to Libya by President Fidel 
Castro of Cuba during his 
African tour, in the view of 
observers. 

This anxiety showed in a 
recent commentary in the 
newspaper A1 Akhbar which 
criticised what it said were 
Soviet plans to use Libya and 
Sudan as a belt separating 
Egypt from the rest of the 
continent. 

The breaking point appears 
almost to have been reached, 
after the attacks on the Libyan 
consulate in Alexandria and 
the Egyptian one in Benghazi, 
on the Egyptian embassy in 
Tripoli and Egyptian measures 
against Libyans. 

Yet observers note that 
Egypt and Libya, members of 
the Federation of Arab Repub- 
lics founded jointly with Syria 
in 1971, can gain nothing from 


a break in relations, in spite 
of the deep-rooted mutual hos- 
tility that is apparent between 
Mr. Sadat and CoL Qadhafi. 

Half a million Egyptians 
work in Libya, a skilled work 
force, and they earn three 
times what they would in 
Egypt 

Libya needs these engineers, 
doctors and skilled labourers, 
and over populated Egypt, al- 
though short of qualified ex- 
perts as a result of the brain 
drain to richer Arab countries, 
would find it bard to feed 
500,000 new mouths if they 
were all to return liome sud- 
denly. 

In addition, they would take 
a large cut in wage and would 
be a potential source of dis- 
content. 

A complete severing rela- 
tions thus appears unlikely in 
spite of the present tension, 
observers said. 

It was more likely that the 
row would die away, in keep- 
ing with the ups and downs 
that have characterised recent 
relations between the two 
countries, they added.

EAST LONDON, South Africa 
(Gemini) — Political parties 
rarely commit suicide. But that 
is what South Africa’s opposi- 
tion United Party is busy do- 
ing, presumably on the theory 
that a quick end is better than 
a lingering death. 


The leader of the party, who 
is also leader of the opposition 
fa the Whites -Only Parliament, 
Sir De Villiers Graaff, doesn’t 
call it suicide but part of a 

rampaign launched last year 
to “save South Africa”. 


But whatever it is called, the 
UJ*. (pronounced Yew-pee in 
varying tones of derision ac- 
ross the political spectrum) is 
shortly to go out of existence. 
It will amalgamate with the 
tiny Democratic Party, led by 
former Nationalist government 
cabinet minister Tbeo 
Gerdener. 


Arising phoenix-like from 
the ashes of both will be a 
stronger opposition able to at- 
tract massive support from dis- 
illusioned members of the rul- 
ing National Party and ready 
to take over the reins of gov- 
ernment. 


That, anyway, is the theory. 

Sir De Villiers, a stolid, be- 
nign and courtly cattle farmer 
of great wealth, ignores seve- 
ral factors. 


First is that toe U.P. has 
been in pale, muted opposi- 
tion to the Nationalist govern- 
ment since 1948 and has lost 
seats at every election bar one. 


Second is that no disillu- 
sioned Nationalists show any 
signs of being attracted to the 
new grouping. 


Third is that there is no 
sign of a charismatic 
Afrikaans -speaking leader for 
the new party who could at- 
tract disillusioned Nationalists. 


Fourth is that the new party 
will probably take over U.P. 
policy holus-bolus and no dis- 
illusioned Nationalist will 
swallow a pale imitation of 
government thinking. 

Fifth is that the anti-apar- 
theid Progressive Reform Par- 
ty (PRP) is gaining strength 
at every election and by-elec- 
tion at the U-P.’s expense; its 
traditional supporters are de- 
serting in their thousands. 

Three significant elections 
were held recently, fa all the 
U.P. lost support to the PRP 
and National Party. 

In the safe Nationalist seat 
of DurbanviUe in the Western 
Cape the U.P. came third be- 
hind the Nationalists and PRP. 
The same happened in the 
Johannesburg dry council el- 
ections. The UJ*. had ruled 
Johannesburg - - the major 
seat of power and population 
-- for 31 years. 

In toe Johannesburg suburb 
of Randburg toe UJP. did not 
field a candidate. The Nation- 
alists won eight seats mid the 
PRP two. 

Now the UJ?- has done a 

deal with the Nationalists -- 
whom it claims to have been 
fighting tooth and nail for 30 
years -- to keep control of 
Johannesburg out of PRP 
hands. The move is certain to 
cause another split as the 
U-P.’s Transvaal leader bad ca- 
tegorically ruled out any coa- 
lition against toe PRP. 

Splits are nothing new in 
the UJP, The Progressives 
broke away to toe left in 1959. 

SIX mo re pariiamanbiramg faft 
in 1975 to join the party which 
became toe PRP, and ea iB ar 
this year six MJ>.s on the right 
broke away when it looked as 
if Sir De Villiers was proposing 
an electoral pact or amalgama- 
tion with the PRP as part of 
his “save South Africa- cam- 
paign. 

Now the UJ?. -- down to 
30 MP.s -- will merge with 
toe Democratic Party whose 
number of MP.S is nil. Sir De 


Villiers’ campaign, as Prime 
Minister John Vorster remar- 
ked drily, is more an attempt 
to save the U.P. than to save, 
South Africa. 

The U-P.’s d emis e has been 
caused by its unwillingness to 
take a stand and its inability 
to make up its collective mind. 
There are. probably, as many 
interpretations of UJP. policy 
as there are MP-s. 

Its luke-warm opposition to 
toe Nationalist government has 
been along the lines of: “Yes, 
but...’’ It agrees with some 
racial discrimination, but ap- 
plied more humanely. 

It has been terrified of be- 
ing painted as soft on com- 
munism and security. For ex- 
ample, while membership of 
the Communist Party is pun- 
ishable by heavy jail sentences 
in South Africa, the UJP. Is on 
record as saying it should be 
regarded as treason -- penalty: 
Death. 

ILP. policy and philosophy 
can only be described as con- 
- fused. Sir De Villiers, amid a 
howl of mirth throughout the 
country, once said it stood for 
“radical conservatism”. 

Eventually Its shilly-shally- 
ing caught up with it The wa- 
tershed year was 1974 when 
the PRP which since 1961 had 
managed to get only Mrs. 
Helen Suzman elected to Par- 
liament, won another six seats 
at toe U.P.’s expense. 

Now the PRP has 13 seats 
with a fourteenth likely later 
this year and the prospect of 
more defections from the U.P. 

The PRP campaigns on a 
platform of ending apartheid, 
of a multiracial society with 
a more equitable distribution 
of wealth and power shared 
by all races. Belatedly it is 
appealing in greater numbers 
to white voters who see apar- 
theid ending in disaster. 

As blade radicals and white 
conservatives square up to 
each other, the PRP philoso- 
phy may be a vain hope. 

But the PRP leaders can talk 
to black leaders both in South 
Africa and the rest of Africa. 
Party leader Colin Eglin and 
his colleagues are welcome in 


In the whites -only Parlia- 
ment, which is becoming inc- 
reasingly irrelevant, the PRP 
has long since taken over the 
role of protector of human 
rights and spokesman for the 
underdogs in a country which 
hag 20 million of tham. 


In the more isolated areas of 
Brazil, such as in parts of 
Amazonia, where tre m en d ous 
conflicts over land are going 
on, the church has been fa toe 
thick of it, trying to give some 
help to people who desperately 
need it 


Meanwhile the United Party 
has already selected its pall- 
bearers, a nphamtg fi rally raHwl 
the “trustees of the new poli- 
tical initiative’’. There will be 
few mourners at the funeral. 


And the church has paid a 
heavy price. None greater than 
last July and October, when 
two priests were brutally mur- 
dered in South Amazonia. One 
was shot dead while trying to

DAKAR, April 16 (AFP). — 
— A fire-eating speech by 
President Leopold Senghor 
which at first puzzled observers 
here se ems to have been pro- 
mpted by the Senegalese lead- 
ers worries about Cuban and 
Soviet activities in Africa, as 
well as fighting in neighbour- 
ing Mauritania and his conti- 
nuing bad relations with Presi- 
dent Sekou Toure of Guinea. 

Mr. Senghor marked the 17th 
anniversary of Senegal’s inde- 
pendence by telling the nation 
that its army would “resist stu- 
bbornly and if necessary go on 
the offensive if Senegal were 
ever attacked, even with the 
support of foreign troops.” 

Senegal would not stand idly 
by. They would fight if the 
country was attacked Mr. Sen- 
ghor said. “Anarchy and insta- 
bility reign in Africa since the 
Angolan war and no one ar- 
ound us is arming,” he said. 

Senegal attempted to act as 
a mediator in the Angolan war, 
but its sympathies were clearly 
with the pro-Western UNZTA 
movement. 

Three of Senegal's neighb- 
ours, Mali, Guinea, and Guinea- 
Bissau backed the Cuban and 
Soviet-aided People’s Movement 
(MPLA) and allowed arms sup- 
plies to the movement across 
their territories. 


Senegal, bitterly opposed to 
Soviet and Cuban intervention 
in Angola, is the only blade 
African country not to have 
established diplomatic relations 
with President Neto’s Angolan 
People's 'Republic. Mr. Senghor 
has said relations will be esta- 
blished when the last Cuban so- 
ldier leaves Angola. 

Mr. Senghor is just as wor- 
ried about the situation to the 
north, where Mauritania and 
Morocco are fighting guerrillas 
of the Folisario Front suport- 
ed by Algeria. 

The Senegalese leader has 
attempted unsuccessfully to 
mediate in toe dispute in a bid 
to get an African solution to 
an African problem. 

Two recent visits to Algiers 
by Fidel Castro and rumours 
that Cuba is providing aid to 
Polisario have only strengthen- 
ed Mr. Senghoris fears that 
the solution of yet another Af- 
rican problem is about to be 
undertaken by forces from out- 
side the continent. 

He is all the more worried in 
that all this is taking place so 
close to Senegal’s own borders. 

Mr. Senghor announced in a 
recent speech that the Senega- 
lese army has moved to streng- 
then its preparedness, establish- 
ing new positions both on toe 
northern and the southern bor- 
ders.

se coastline in the rinsing sta- 
ges of the war and it and Bri- 
tain carved up the region into 
a number of separate states. 

The allies insisted on cany- 
. ing out their plans to partition 
the Arab homeland into manda- 
ted territories in accordance 
with the Sykes -Pi cot agreem- 
ent between Britain and Fran* 
ce. 

Since then Syria witnessed 
a series of revolts and uprisi- 
ngs against the foreign presen- 


ce. In 1936 an agreement was 
signed with France under whi- 
ch the latter recognised Syria’s 
independence. 

But when Worid War n bro- 
ke out, Syria was placed under 
military rule and the indepen- 
dence treaty abrogated- 

In 1946 the United Nations 
Security Council met at Syria’s 
request and issued a resolution 
calling for the withdrawal of 
all ‘foreign troops from Syrian 
territory. On April 17, 1946 the 
last foreign soldier was evacu- 
ated and Syria gained full in- 
dependence.

An authoritative source said 
that many goods are 5 CL per 
cent cheaper than, goods on the 
open market. 

The source stressed that 
all goods are of excellent qua- 
lity, and their prices are much 
less than current prices becau- 
se of exemptions from customs 
fees and taxes.

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Scholar on Islam throws light on the Muslim mind 


The Muslim Mind 


By Chads Waddy, Longman, 205 pm illustrated

"What comes from the lips, 
reaches the ear. What comes 
from the heart, reaches the 
heart,” runs the Arab proverb 
that the author of this rich 
little book likes to recount in 
summing up her reasons for 
writing the book. 

Dr. Charis Waddy, who has 
been in Amman for the past 
several weeks on a personal 
visit after delivering a series of 
lectures at Cairo University, 
says the book is her attempt

"to help build bridges of 
understanding and clear away 
the barriers of misunderstand- 
ing between the Western world 
and the Islamic and Arab wor- 
lds.” 

Citing the Arab proverb, 
she told the Jordan Times in an 
interview here this week that 
she has tried to present "a true 
picture that can penetrate thro- 
ugh to people's minds and he- 
arts, because you have to touch 
people’s hearts for their minds 
to really open up.” 

The success of the book lies 


both in its approach and its 
format It is not a traditional 
explanatory book in which the 
author tells us what Islam is all 
about Rather, Dr. Waddy has 
sought to have Moslems bring 
their faith to life and to others 
through their own words. 

Hie book is a collection of 
short vignette-like pieces in 
which Moslem individuals 
themselves explain and talk 
about many different aspects of 
their religion and their way of 
life. Most of the pieces avera- 
ge one page in length, and 
each has its own heading, with 
the whole collection convenien- 
tly divided into 17 chapters. 

Some of the chapter head- 
ings include The Pilgrim Road, 
Principles of Community Life, 
Family Life and Hie Bridge 
from Race to Race, while the 
individual shorter pieces are 
presented under such headlines 
as The Daily Prayers, Father 
Abraham, The Discipline of 
Hajj, A New Economic Order, 
Majiy and Jesus, The Position of 
Women, Iran’s literacy Corps 
and A Policeman’s Faith. 

The result is a book that 
can be picked up for short bits 
of lively reading here and 
there, or it can be read in one 
or two longer sittings. Because 
of the combination of its for- 
mat and self-narrative appro- 
ach, it is a fresh and success- 
ful attempt to convey one reli- 
gion to people of other faiths. 

Each chapter and individual 
piece in the book is briefly in- 
troduced by Dr. Waddy’s own 
writing. The book is exten- 
sively illustrated with drama- 
tic diagrams to show the per- 
fection of pattern and exact- 
ness of mathematical design 
that reflect the oneness of God 
and the essential unity of His 
creation, which are basic to all 
Islamic life and thought 

This is a dynamic book in 
that it conveys the basic tenets 



'The beginning 1 of wisdom is the fear of God' 


of Islam in a manner that is 
neither too pedantic nor too 
casual. It is not, as the author 
says, an "exhaustive analysis 
of the Muslim mind", but rather 
"a collection of material winch 
hac illuminated that mind for 
me." 

Dr. Waddy suggests that his- 
torical exchanges between the 
Western and Is lami c worlds 
have taken place in cycles, 
and that we may be on the 
verge of a new swing today by 
which the Western industrial- 
consumer societies may seek 
answers to many of their own 
problems in the Islamic way of 
life. 

Dr. Waddy was born in Aus- 


we have an enormous amount 
of Western technological know- 
how coming into the Arab and 
Islamic worlds. 

Dr. Waddy suggests that the 
"fragmentation of Western 
thought into small compart- 
ments of spiritual and mate- 
rial needs” has raised major 
questions about the real viabi- 
lity of the Western socio-econo- 
mic systems, and that the Isla- 
mic states are raking up this 
lifestyle at a time when the 
West is seriously questioning 
it. She believes Islam may have 
some answers for some of the 
West's questions, and lists 
three areas where this is parti- 
cularly so: 


--In family life, which is 
central to both worlds but 
which is under special duress 
in the West; 

--In moral standards, whe- 
rein both religions (Christianity 
Islam) can help one 
another pass on high moral 
standards to their own and 
each other's generations; and 
in the concept of ^ Chris- 
tians and Moslems both being 
“people of the book”, or beli- 
evers in God who are natural 
allies in the common task of 
meeting the needs of humanity.

where she went on to become 
the first woman to study Arabic 
at Oxford. Her PhD., studies 
including a specialisation in the 
Crusades. Today she says that 
the Crusader period is a good 
example of the kind of two- 
way interchange that has al- 
ways taken place between the 
West and the Moslem world. 
While the Crusader inarches on 
the Middle East are well rem- 
embered, the middle ages also 
saw a tremendous amount of 
knowledge passed on to Europe 
by the Arabs, most notably 
through Spain and Sicily.

Dr. Waddy sees “truths" in 
Islam that are emphasised and 
that have much to offer the 
West, including strong family 
ti es , complete submission to 
God, a richness of teaching in 
the Quran cm forgiveness and 
reconciliation, and the determi- 
nation to press for what rate 
really believes is right (“the 
greater jihad”). 

She also, believes that “this 
is a good moment to build fresh 
bridges” between the Western 
and Is lami c worlds, particular- 
ly as “there is not a question 
on the world’s agenda in 
which M uslims are not involv- 
ed in a major way.” 

She is distressed by the nega- 
tive images of the Arabs and 
the Moslems that dominate the 


Dr. Waddy has chosen both 
fresh techniques in 

this very useful book, and if 
her objective is to help open a 
road of understanding between 
the Islamic and Western 
worlds, this book is one solid 
step down that long road.

France sticks out its 
nuclear plant-building 


neck with 
contracts 


France has been touting for nuclear plant-building 
contracts, without bothering too much about the mi- 
litary implications. Now she finds herself saddled 
with contracts which are even more embarrassing 
than they are lucrative - -to build nuclear plants for 
Uraq, Pakistan and South Africa. 


PARIS, (F.T.) — President 
Valery Giscard d’Estaing is 
walking a tightrope as he seeks 
to expand France's nuclear ex- 
ports while trying to prevent 
developing countries from acq- 
uiring their own atom bombs. 

France refuses to sign the 
non-proliferation treaty; It re- 
gards this document as an en- 
dorsement of efforts by the 
United States and Soviet 
Union to perpetuate an exclu- 
sive nuclear club. But Presi- 
dent Giscard says that his co- 
untry is doing its utmost to re- 
duce the risk of new members 
joining the world nuclear lea- 
gue. 

The conflict between French 
ideals and French business in- 
terests has been highlighted by 
recent negotiations for the sale 
of nuclear equipment to South 
Africa, Pakistan and Iraq. Last 
summer France obtained an 
erder for two 922 megawatt 
reactors worth £585 million 
from Pretoria after a closely 
fought contest against tenders 
from West Germany and a 
Swiss-Dutch- American consor- 
tium. 

As soon as the deal was 
signed President Giscard's let- 
ter-box at the Elysee Palace 
began to overflow with letters 
of protest from France’s friends 
in the Third World. 

When the non-aligned coun- 
tries held a conference in Co- 
lombo, Sri Lanka, a few weeks 
later, indignation was so strong 
that France was associated 
with Israel and South Africa 
as the target of a new oil 
embargo which, however, was 
never enforced. 

The French soon learned the 
lesson of Colombo; M. Pierre- 
Christian Taittinger, deputy 
foreign minister, told the sena- 
te in November. “We disap- 
prove of apartheid because it 


shocks our conscience. The 
government will abstain from 
entering into new nuclear con- 
tracts with South Africa." 

President Giscard was able 
to end the French nuclear con- 
nection with South Africa gra- 
cefully compared with the em- 
barrassment generated by bis 
promise to sell Pakistan a nuc- 
lear retreatment plant Factor- 
ies of this type handle pluto- 
nium, the key ingredient of the 
atom bomb. 

The Pakistanis obtained the 
undertaking from France as 
part of a package. This inclu- 
des the purchase of a 600 me- 
gawatt nuclear reactor, a £100 
million lorry factory and the 
construction of a motorway 
linking Karachi with North 
Pakistan. 

When former U.S. Secretary 
of State Henry Kissinger came 
to Paris last August he infuriat- 
ed both the French and the 
Pakistanis by publicly demand- 
ing that they should erase the 
plutonium factory from the 
contract. 

M. Jacques Chirac, who was 
just about to resign from the 
French premiership, replied: 
"This is a grotesque form of in- 
terference in other people’s 
affairs. We will not be dictat- 
ed to”. Pakistan’s premier All 
Bhutto said: “The Americans 
have no business mgriflfmg in 
an affair which is strictly bet- 
ween the French and oursel- 
ves." 

But Giscard was having se- 
cond thoughts about the affair. 
When Chirac left office a few 
weeks later, the president pro- 
mptly summoned a meeting of 
the newly created Foreign Nuc- 
lear Policy Council (FNPC) 
composed of senior govern- 
ment ministers with himself in 
the chair. 

The council issued a state-

ment which, without repudiat- 
ing the deal with Pakistan, wel- 
comed United States proposals 
for international control over 
nuclear waste disposal centres 
of the type offered to the 
Pakistanis. 

But Pakistan was still deter- 
mined to obtain its own repro- 
cessing plant, the only sure 
means of achieving nuclear sta- 
tus equal to its neighbour, 
India. The Indians developed 
an atom bomb from a Canadu 
reactor delivered by an un- 
suspecting Canadian govern- 
ment for civil use. 

Refusing to knuckle down 
under American pressure, Pak- 
istan renounced the purchase 
of 110 A-7 Corsair fighter bom- 
bers, thus taking the steam out 
of Kissinger's threat to cut off 
mil ita r y aid. The Pakistanis 
hope to buy French Mirage 
warplanes instead. 

The French would have dear- 
ly liked to let the Islflmahflri 
government take the initiative 
in cancelling their nuclear agre- 
ement. But the Pakistanis have 
left them with the disagreeable 
choice between breaking their 
word and providing the ingre- 
dients for a future nuclear con- 
flict in Asiq. 

Another sensitive nuclear 
contract is now in the final 
stages of negotiation with 
Iraq. Some argue that a 70- 
megawatt French reactor cost- 
ing £24 million could turn the 
Iraqis into a nuclear power 
within ten years. 

The French say this risk is 
minimal because Iraq has 
signed the Nuclear Non-Proli- 
feration Treaty and operation- 
of the reactor will be supervis- 
ed by the Vienna -based Nuc- 
lear Energy Agency. The Iraqis 
claim that one of the first tasks 
of the reactor, originally named 
after the Egyptian god Osiris 
but now known as Osirak in 
Baghdad, will be to produce 
radioactive material for treat- 
ing cancer! 

The Iraqis have warned the 
French that unless' the nuclear 
deal goes through, they will call 
off current negotiations for the 
purchase of Mirage aircraft 
and Thomson-CSF missiles. Hie 
French are particularly alert 
to this advice, because Iraq 
ranks as France's number 3 
supplier of crude oil. 

President Giscard and his 
advisers are also painfully 
aware that France would not 
have been placed in these dip- 
lomatic quandaries with Sooth 
Africa, Pakistan and Iraq if 
the government had thought 
out a coherent nuclear export 
policy. It is a task which the 
foreign nuclear policy council 
is belatedly tackling. Whatever 
its final decisions. France will 
probably lose as many friends 
as it makes in the process.

Group of Ten approves IMF’s loan to Italy 


PARIS, April 16 (R). — Top 
monetary officials from lead- 
ing Western countries today 
gave the green light for the 
International -Monetary Fund 
to lend $525 million to prop 
up the ailing Italian economy. 

Tough conditions will be at- 
tached to the loan, with Italy 
being required to slash its in- 
flation and get its balance of 
payments into surplus in 12 
months. 

Most of the loan will be raised 
through the General Arrange- 


ment to Borrow (GAP), under 
which the Group of Ten co- 
untries, who are the world’s 
richest industrial states, agree 
, to provide the IMF with funds 
when it is in need. 

Group of Ten Chairman 
Jacques de Larosiere told jou- 
rnalists after the two-hour me- 
eting that delegates only ag- 
reed to the loan after examin- 
ing the measures recently dr- 
awn up by the I talian gov- 
ernment to right the country's 
economy. 


“We agreed these courageo- 
us and extremely important 
measures are appropriate for 
restoring Italy’s internal and 
external economic position,” he 
said. 

The GAP contribution will 
be 337.5 million Special Dra- 
wing Rights out of the total 
450 million SDR IMF package 
(an SDR is a special IMF cur- 
rency unit and is worth $1.16). 
• The biggest contribution will 
be made by the United States 
providing 98 million SDR fol- 


lowed by West Germany 82J> 
milli on SDR, Japan 62 millio n 
SDR, France 35 minio n SDR, 
the Netherlands 20 million 
SDR, Belgium and Canada 6 
million SDR each, and Sweden 
8 million SDR. 

Britain is not contributing 
although it Is in the Group of 
Ten.

Prince Fahd speaks Syrian-Soviet economic 
on OPEC price split talks held in Moscow 


KUWAIT. April 16 (R). — 
Crown Prince Fahd of Saudi 
Arabia said in an interview 
published here today that he 
hoped the OPEC states would 
settle their price dispute in a 
way which would protect not 
only their own interests but 
also those of oil consumers, 
particularly the poorer deve- 
loping countries. 

In an interview with the 
publisher of the Kuwait news- 
paper AI Siyassah, Prince Fahd 
denied that his country’s deci- 
sion last December to oppose 
the majority of the Organisa- 
tion of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries was aimed at impos- 
ing Saudi leadership on the 
organisation. 

"Wo have no aspirations to 
leadership. Saudi Arabia is si- 
mply a member of the interna- 
tional community e x e rti n g all 
efforts for the good of this 
community and its welfare,” 
he said. 

Prince Fahd said Saudi Ara- 
bia’s decision to limit oil price 
increases this year to 5 per 
cent rather than adopt the 15 
per cent increase agreed by 
the OPEC majority stemmed 


from its wish to protect the 
economies of the developing 
nations. 

Prince Fahd said Saudi Ara- 
bia was keen to preserve 
OPEC unity and did not think 
the two-tier oil price system 
would affect this unity. 

"Differences of opinion do 
not destroy friendships. In any 
case this was not the first 
time such differences have ap- 
peared within OPEC. 

“Saudi Arabia does not, 
however, stick to its opinions 
just for their own sake be- 
cause our decision was based 
on the common good.” 

"We welcome taking part in 
any production dialogue within 
OPEC and hope a suitable so- 
lution would be found which 
would bear in mind the good 
of the producers and the con- 
sumers, especially the develop- 
ing nations,” he added. 

The Saudi crown prince al- 
so denied that his country had 
ever threatened to raise its oil 
product! cm in a way which 
would harm other OPEC states 
and said there were no diffe- 
rences of opinion on oil price 
policy among members of the 
Saudi government.

— Ethiopia today maintained 
an official silence on reports 
that it b»H recently taken de- 
livery of about 40 Soviet ta-

The Egyptian newspaper Al 
Abram carried the report yes- 
terday and said'that Libya bad 
bought th«m for Ethiopia. 

While treating the report 
with some scepticism, in view 
of the strained relations betwe- 
en Ethiopia and Egypt, sources 
here recalled speculation that 
30 Soviet T-34 tanks were re- 
cently delivered to Ethiopia’s 
socialist regime. 

According to these reports 
the tanks were shipped through 
Aden, South Yemen, to Ethio- 
pia’s Red Sea port of Assab. 
From there they were repeate- 
dly sent to Gondar Province 
which borders Sudan. 

The province has been the 
scene of serious clashes betw- 
een Ethiopian troops and for- 


ces of the rightist Ethiopian 
Democratic Union (EDU). Eth- 
iopia alleged the EDU is acti- 
vely backed by Sudan. 

Until recently Ethiopia was 
totally dependent on the West, 
chiefly the United States, for its 
military aid. But toe U.S. de- 
cided to suspend its free mili- 
tary aid from October this year 
while remaining ready to sell 
weapons. 

In February Lt-CoL Atnafu, 
Abate, Vice President of Eth- 
iopia’s ruling Military Council, 
said that in future Ethiopia 
would turn to socialist countr- 
ies for its arms. 

Sources said thousands of 
Chinese-made rifles and light 
arms from socialist countries 
had reportedly already arrived 
in the country.

Concorde’s noise no problem, says Brock Adams 


WASHINGTON, April 16 (R). 
— Noise from Concorde flights 
at New York's Kennedy Airport 
would mean an increase of less 
than 1 per cent in the number 
of people exposed to aircraft 
sounds, toe UJS. Department of 
Transportation said yesterday. 

A preliminary environmental 
impact statement issued by the 
department said the number of 
people living around Kennedy 
who now hear aircraft' opera- 
tions would rise from 597,000 
to 601,000, an increase of about 
two thirds of 1 per cent 

The estimates were based on 
four Concorde round-trip fli- 
ghts a day, the maximum the 
department said might be ope- 
rating to and from Kennedy 
next year. 

The statement, which was 
released by Transportation Sec- 
retary Brock Adams at a news 
conference, estimated the eff- 
ects Concorde flights would 
have on 12 U.S. cities, includ- 
ing New York. 

The Anglo-French supersonic 
airliner began trial services to 
Washington’s Dulles Airport 
last May. Mr. Adams said he 
had not decided if the Dulles 
flights would be continued after 


the 16 -month trial period ends 
in September. 

The statement was requested 
by a Washington court last Oc- 
tober after a preliminary hear- 
ing in a suit by an environ- 
mental group opposed to Con- 
corde operations in the United 
States. 

Mr.* Adams said be had no 
reason now to . stop the Con- 
corde flights at Dulles, which 
he has authority to do. 

. He said he supports toe start 
of trial Concorde services to 
Kennedy, but would not put 
pressure on the Port Authority 
of New York and New Jersey 
to allow the flights. 

The authority, which opera- 
tes Kennedy, has refused to 
permit Concorde flights there 
because of strong local opposi- ' 
tion. Mr. Adams said the fede- 
ral government could not force : 
the authority to allow the fli- 
ghts. 

"I haven't put any pressure . 
on toe port authority and I 
don’t know of any by anyone 
in this department,” he said. 

Mr. Adams said be believed 
toe Concorde should be treated 
exactly as an American air- 
craft would be in determining 


the 


whether ft should fly in 
United States. 

Meanwhile,, according to a 
1972 U.S. study released here 
yesterday the risks of fire and 
explosion aboard the Concorde 
airliner are considerably higher 
than on subsonic planes. 

The report, prepared by the 
Federal Aviation Administra- 
tion (FAA) and the U.S. air 
force, concluded that there was 
“a significant increase in the 
risk of. fire and explosion" in 
the fuel tanks of the Concorde 
compared to subsonic aircraft 
then flying. 

The risk stemmed mainly 
from the high temperatures of 
the Concorde’s fuel in flight: 
95 degrees C. compared to min- 
us 40 C. on the subsonics. 

Due to the “close proximity 
of the engines to the film 
tanks,” the slightest mechani- 
cal problem could spark off 
flammable fuel vapour in the 
tanks, the report said. . 

The study suggested that the 
fire-fighting system installed to 
snuff out an incipient blaze in 
the fuel tanks might not be 
sufficiently eff ect i ve.
